Foreign Bank 
Account Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A bill 
aimed at stopping the flow of 
profits from gambling and ille­ 
gal transactions to foreign bank 
accounts has been passed by the 
Senate. 
The measure, passed on a 
voice vote Friday, now goes to a 
conference with the House. 
Sponsors 
of the 
legislation 
said use of secret foreign ac­ 
counts is costing the U.S. Treas­ 
ury hundreds of millions of dol­ 
lars in taxes. 
The measure is designed to 
stop the use of foreign banks to 
deposit 
g a m b l i n g 
profits 
skimmed from Las Vegas Nev., 
casinos, funds illegally obtained 
by racketeers 
and profits of 
criminal 
conspiracies 
taken 
abroad by couriers. 
It would: 
—Require banks and other fi­ 
nancial institutions to maintain 
records of checks and other 
transactions including the 
use 
of microfilming. 
—Require 
financial 
institu 
tions and individuals to report 
to the Treasury Department on 
exports or imports $5,000 or 
more in currency when tile re ­ 
ports would be useful in crim i­ 
nal, tax or other proceedings. 
—Authorize Treasury to re­ 
quire financial institutions and 
individuals to keep records of 
transactions with foreign banks. 
—And extend present penal­ 
ties on violation of the margin 
requirements on stock loans to 
the borrower as well as the 
lender. This provision

signed 
to 
prevent 
borrowers 
from evading the requirements 
by obtaining foreign loans. 
The Senate deleted a provi 
sion giving the Securities and 
Exchange Commission authori 
ty to prohibit U.S. brokers from 
accepting securities orders from 
foreign banks unless the bank 
disclosed the person for whom 
the order was placed or certi 
fled he was not an American.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - 
Cairo Radio reported today that 
King Hussein has agreed to a 
proposal from Egyptian Presi­ 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser for a 
cease-fire of at least 24 hours in 
the Jordanian civil war. 
Cairo Radio said Hussein had 
promised to put the cease-fire 
into effect ‘‘as soon as possi­ 
ble.”

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Two 
black policemen who infiltrated 
the Black Panthers as under­ 
cover agents say they ran for 
fear of their lives after their 
identities were discovered, and 
they said they were beaten prior 
to a police shootout this week.

Fields. 21, told a news confer­ 
ence Friday they were given a 
mock trial Monday night, beat­ 
en and kicked, and told they 
should be taken outside and shot 
on the street. 
They said that as they were 
being led outside the Panther 
headquarters they jumped from 
a second floor stairway and ran 
for their lives. 
Shortly after the escape, po­

After Thursday Gun Battle 


TOLEDO. Ohio (AP)—Police 
spent an “ abnormally” routine 
night touring this nervous city 
Friday less than 24 hours after 
the shooting death of Patrolman 
William Miscannon and the ex­ 
tended gun battle between po­ 
lice and black militants that 
followed. 
Miscannon, 33. was shot to 
dea^i »s he sat in his cruiser 
near a Black Panther Party 
headquarters in the downtown 
area. 
Miscannon’s partner, officer 
Walter Shaw, said a black man 
left a car, walked to the cruiser, 
announced, “ Hey, baby, I’ve got 
something for you,” and then 
fired at point blank range into 
the 
patrol 
car. 
Miscannon, 
the father of four, was killed in­ 
stantly. Shaw was uninjured in 
the shooting. 
Miscannons’ assailant fled on 
foot. 
Shortly afterward John Mel­ 
vin McClellan, 26, of Toledo was 
arrested near the scene of the 
.shooting and charged with the 
murder of the officer. 
McClellan was unarmed at the 
time of arrest, police said, but, a 
revolver believed to be the mur­ 
der weapon was found near the 
agrest site. 
McClellan was free on bond 
on charges of possessing nar­ 
cotics. according to Police Chief 
Anthony Bosch. 
Police 
reported that almost 
simultaneously with the Miscan­ 
non shooting, sniper fire began 
from the Black Panther head­ 
quarters. 
Police 
reinforcements 
were 
brought in and the building was 
saturated with tear gas in an 
effort to dislodge the snipers, 
according to Bosch. 
In the hail of bullets that en­ 
sued two were injured, both 
Panthers. 


Police said a number of peo­ 
ple fled the building during 
the seige. 
Two hours before the outbreak 
of violence, about 20 blacks, 
claiming to be affiliated with the 
Panther movement, marched on 
police headquarters to demand 
Hie release 
of 
a man jailed 
for resisting arrest. 
A fight broke out when police 
tried to arrest a black woman 
whom they said was using abu­ 
sive language. 
Five officers were injured and 
six blacks arrested in that en­ 
counter.

The best time to kill broadleaf 
weeds in your lawn is in the 
fall — now'. There are several 
reasons for this. Lawn grasses 
quickly fill in the vacant spots 
where weeds are killed out and, 
at the same time, reduce the 
dances 
of 
crabgrass 
ger­ 
minating the following spring. 
Desirable plants such as flowers 
and shrubs that are susceptible 
to 2, 4-D injury are less likely 
to be injured in the fall 
*han 
in spring or summer. However, 
you must use care to prevent 
2, 4-D Injury regardless of when 
the weeds are treated. 
All 2, 4-D products, specified 
for lawns, do not contain the 
same amount of 2, 4-D per unit 
of concentrate, so follow the 
directions on the label of the 
product. 
A 
standard 
lawn 
.solution is one tablespoon of 
four-pounds-per 
gallon amine 
formulation in one gallon of 
water. Apply this solution to the 
point of runoff. 
Fertilizer: 
Recommendations are that we 
apply three to four pounds 
of 
actual nitrogen per 1000 square 
feet 
of 
lawn 
each 
year. 
Probably the most important 
application of fertilizer is the 
one this fall. Assuming that you 
have made two applications of 
at 
least 
one 
pound 
actual 
nitrogen each, then this month 
you 
should 
apply 
the 
third 
application of two pounds actual 
nitrogen per I,(HK) square feet 
to complete the annual needs. 
The rate is determined by 
dividing the percent nitrogen 
(the first number in the fer­ 
tilizer analysis) into pounds of 
nitrogen to be applied per ap­ 
plication. For example 20 per 
cent nitrogen divided into two 
pounds 
nitrogen 
per 
1.000 
square feet equals IO pounds of 
20-10-5 per 1,000 square feet cf 
lawn. If you have 20,000 square 
feet of lawn the total amount 
of the fall application would be 
200 
pounds 
of 
20-10-5 
or 
equivalent. 
Reseeding Spotty Lawns: 
If your lawn has bare spots, 


do not reseed unless the spots 
are one-foot square or larger. 
Areas this size and smaller will 
fill in from the grass around 
them. 
The best way to thicken a 
sod is to use weed control and 
proper 
fertilization 
plus 
the 
right mowing practices, lf you 
do have spots to reseed, get 
the job done before October I 
in Northern Ohio and October 
15 in Southern Ohio. Scratch 
areas 
to 
be 
reseeded 
with 
sharp-toothed rake and work up 
enough loose soil for the seed 
to germinate. Sow the same 
variety or mixture of grasses 
that is growing on the rest of 
t h e 
lawn 
area. 
Sprinkle 
reseeded areas with water and 
cover with mulching material. 
Continue 
sprinkling 
once 
or 
twice a day, depending on how 
hot the weather is and how 
often it rains, until the new 
j grass seedlings arc established.

Dr. H. N. Lafever, agronomist 
directing 
the wheat breeding 
r e s e a r c h

Agricultural R e a e a reb and 
Development Center, 
reports 
that Logan and Arthur per­ 
formed 
better 
than 
other 
recommended varieties. 
Arthur produced the highest 
yield in all 1970 trials — 81 
bushels per acre at the Center’s 
Northwest 
Branch 
in 
Wood 
County. In yields for all nine 
sites, 
Arthur 
averaged 
51.8 
bushels per acre, forth best In 
the 
tests. 
However, 
Arthur 
which was developed at Purdue 
University ranked first in test 
weight, averaging 59.1 pounds 
per bushel. 
Logan, 
the 
new 
variety 
d e v e l o p e d 
by 
OARDC 
agronomists a v e r a g e d 54.1 
bushels per acre at the nine 
locations, second highest of all 
lines tested. It also ranked high 
in test weight, averaging 58.6 
pounds per bushel.

period. It has

Pointers From Penni

She informed me 
that some of her friends were 
freezing vegetables without the 
usual preliminary blanching so 
I decided to do some checking 
about the desireability of this 
practice. Here’s what I found 
from the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. 
A n 
important 
step 
in 
p r e p a r i n g vegetables for 
freezing is heating or “blan­ 
ching” before packing. Prac­ 
tically every vegetable, except 
green pepper, maintains better 
qualmy in frozen storage 
if 
heated before packing. 
The 
reason 
for 
heating 
vegetables before feezing is that 
it slows or stops the action of 
enzymes. Up 
until 
the 
time 
vegetables are ready to pick 
enzymes help them grow and 
mature. After that they cause 
loss of flavor and color. If 
vegetables 
are 
not 
heated 
enough the enzymes continue to 
be active during frozen storage. 
Then 
the 
vegetables 
may 
develop off-flavors, discolor, or 
toughen so that they may be 
unappetizing in a few weeks. 
Heating also wilts or softens 
vegetables 
and 
makes 
them 
easier to pack. Heating time 
varies with the vegetable and 
size of pieces. 
For home freezing tile most 
satisfactory 
way 
to 
heat 
practically all vegetables is in

boiling water. Use a blancher, 
which has a blanching basket 
and cover. Or fit a wire basket 
into a large kettle, and add a 
cover. 
For each pound of prepared 
vegetable use at least I gallon 
of boiling water in the blancher 
or kettle. Put vegetables In 
blanching basket or wire basket 
and 
lower 
into the 
boiling 
water. A wire cover for the 
basket can be used to keep the 
vegetables down in the bolling 
water. 
Put lid on blancher or kettle 
and start counting time im­ 
mediately. Keep heat high for 
time given in directions for 
vegetable you are freezing. 
Heating in steam is recom­ 
mended for a few vegetables. 
For 
b r o c c o l i 
pumpkin, 
sweet 
potatoes, 
and 
winter 
squash 
both 
steaming 
and 
b o i l i n g 
arc 
satisfactory 
methods. 
To steam use a kettle with 
a tight lid and a rack that holds 
a steaming basket at least 3 
Inches above the bottom of the 
kettle. Put an inch or two or 
water in the kettle and bring 
the water to a boil. 
Put vegetables in the basket 
in a single layer so that steam 
reaches all parts quickly. Cover 
the kettle and keep heat high. 
Start counting steaming time as 
soon as the lid is on. 
Pumpkin, sweetpotatoes, and 
winter squash may be heated 
in a pressure cooker or in the 
oven 
before 
freezing. 
Mush­ 
rooms may be heated in fat 
in a fry pan. Tomatoes for 
juice may be simmered. 
After vegetables are heated 
they should be cooled quickly 
and 
thoroughly 
to stop the 
cooking. 
To cool vegetables heated in 
boiling water or steam plunge 
the basket of vegetables im­ 
mediately into a large quantity 
of cold water — 60 degrees F. 
o r 
below. 
Change 
water 
frequently or use cold running 
water or iced water. If lee is 
used, you’ll need about I pound 
of 
ice 
for 
each 
pound 
of 
vegetable. It will take about as 
long to cool as R does to heat 
it. When the vegetable is cool, 
remove it from the water and 
drain thoroughly. 
To cool vegetables heated in 
the oven a pressure cooker, or 
a fry pan — set pan #f food 
in water and change water to 
speed cooling. 
So if you want to serve your 
family Hie most appetizing and 
attractive fresh vegetables, you 
may have to revert to the 
preheating m e t h o d 
of food 
freezing.

Medvedev, a 45-year-old ge­ 
neticist, was detained In a men­ 
tal hospital for three weeks last 
May because he challenged the 
government. He was pleased 
after protests from fellow Rus­ 
sian scientists, bu* at the mo­ 
ment he is said to be unem­ 
ployed.

KSU Chief 
Raps Law 
On Disorder 


KENT, Ohio (AP) - Kent 
State University trustees com­ 
plied with a new state law on 
campus disruptions by tempo­ 
rarily revising the code of stu­ 
dent conduct Thursday to pro­ 
vide for quick suspension of stu­ 
dents and banishment from the 
campus in extreme cases. 
President 
Robert I. 
White 
said the new measures would 
remain in effect while studies 
are made toward permanent re­ 
visions. He said the “interim 
suspensions” provision would be 
used only in cases of gross vio­ 
lence or continuing danger to 
university order and that “an 
effort will be made to hold a 
practically simultaneous hear­ 
ing.” 
The new code substitutes at 
least five hearing officers for 
the 
present 
faculty 
hearing 
boards. Hearing officer deci­ 
sions may be appealed to the 
Student Conduct Appeals Board 
composed of faculty members 
and students. 
Student Body President Craig 
Morgan, of Upper Arlington, 
predicted 
that 
the 
changes 
would be “ill received by stu­ 
dents. Before 
any 
student 
is 
punished there should 
be 
a 
hearing to determine whether 
he is guilty,” Morgan said. 
Jim Crocker, a student from 
Kent, said students might con­ 
sider the action “a denial of the 
concept of an open university.” 
White said the present code is 
“useless in disruption or emer­ 
gency situations and is rapidly 
losing effectiveness in the usual 
disciplinary problems.”

Malignancies were pro­ 
duced both through feedings and 
injecting the substance under 
the skin she said. 
FDA officials said Friday the 
chemical is used in the formula­ 
tion of some permanent and 
semi-permanent hair dy es. It is 
not found in the more commonly 
used dy e rinses, they said.

Portage County Grand J ury has 
asked the State Legislature to 
authorise funds for a county 
narcotics squad to combat what 
the grand jury calls a mon­ 
strous drug problem’ centering 
on tne Kent State Univ ersity 
campus. 
County 
Prosecutor 
Ronald 
J . Kane said nearly 7 0 of the 
116 true bills returned by the 
grand jury 
Friday 
inv olv ed 
drug cases. 
The grand jury report noted 
that testimony heard during the 
weeklong session indicated that 
drugs “ can be purchased openly 
by almost any one in Portage 
County .” 
“ The heart of the problem is 
in and around the Kent State 
Univ ersity campus,” the report 
said. "Tile tentacles of this 
monstrous drug problem per­ 
meate the county and are po­ 
tentially dangerous to our school 
children.” 
The report urged that state 
funds be supplied “ inasmuch as 
Kent State is a state univ er­ 
sity .”

Sets Transatlantic Voyage 


NEW YORK (AP) - Rod An­ 
derson, a 32-year-old commodi­ 
ties broker turned balloonist, 
figures the best time to go up is 
when the market is down. He 
aims to stay up longer than any­ 
one. 
A novice in the sport with 30 
minutes flying time, Anderson 
plans to leave Long Island Sun­ 
day on the bottom-side of a 10- 
story balloon bound for England 
—or France. 
Or somehwere 
transatlantic. 
“There are a thousand other 
things to think about,” he says, 
dismissing the worry of exactly 
where. “By concentrating on 
the details, you don’t dwell on 
it.” 
Accompanying Anderson will 
be Malcolm Brighton, 32, of

considerable doubt the program 
ever will be enacted. 
Senate passage sent the bill to 
the House which may not go 
along with the public service 
jobs feature. 
But, even if the measure goes 
to President Nixon and is signed 
by him, the sums in it only are 
authorizations. 
If the jobs were actually to be 
financed, the President would 
have to ask for appropriations 
and it is unlikely he would do 
so. 
The 
federally-financed 
jobs 
provided by the bill would be in 
schools, hospitals, police and 
fire departments, 
recreation 
programs, 
conservation 
pro­ 
jects, and many other types of 
state and city programs.

RAVENNA, Ohio (AP) — The 
Portage County Grand Jury has 
asked the State Legislature to 
authorise funds for a county 
narcotics squad to combat what 
the grand jury calls a mon­ 
strous drug problem’ centering 
on tne Kent State University 
campus. 
County 
Prosecutor 
Ronald 
J. Kane said nearly 70 of the 
116 true bills returned by the 
grand jury Friday 
involved 
drug cases. 
The grand jury report noted 
that testimony heard during the 
weeklong session indicated that 
drugs “can be purchased openly 
by almost anyone in Portage 
County.” 
“The heart of the problem is 
in and around the Kent State 
University campus,” the report 
said. “The tentacles of this 
monstrous drug problem per­ 
meate the county and are po­ 
tentially dangerous to (Air school 
children.” 
The report urged that state 
funds be supplied “inasmuch as 
Kent State is a state univer­ 
sity.” 
Similar 
recommendations 
were made by the last two 
sessions of the county grand 
jury but have gone unheeded 
by the state, Kane said. 
The county grand jury ses­ 
sions were held just down the 
hail from the room where a 
special slate grand jury has 
been bearing testimony ail week 
ou the May 14 violence at Kent 
State.
